LAND SETTLEMENT SOCIETY 
ARRANGING FOR ARRIVAL OF 
45 EUROPEAN FAMILIES 


Actual operations will be com- 
menced by the Central and Northern 
Alberta Land Settlement association 
within a few weeks. Hitherto the 
time of the association has been oc- 
cupied in forming local committees, 
allocating duties, and building up an 
organization ready to welcome and as- 
sist settlers on their arrival here, but 
now the real work of the society will 


Forty-five families are now on 
their way from western Europe and 
will be brought to Alberta and set- 
tled in the central districts of the pro- 
vince by the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod, of which Rev, C. Thies of We- 
taskiwin, is provincial land settle- 
ment representative. Here is where 
the work of the Land Settlement as- 
sociation come in. 

From the very outset, the associa- 
tion has worked in closest harmony 
with the Lutheran synod, and = Mr. 
Thies himself is an executive mem- 
ber of the former body. When, there- 
fore, these forty-five immigrating fam- 
ilies arrive, their welfare will be at- 
tended to jointly by the Settlement 
association and the Lutheran synod, 
and the machinery of organization of 
the former body in rural districts will 
be utilized in locating the newcomers 
upon suitable land. 

Later in the summer, a further fifty 
families will be brought out by Mr. 
Thies and his organization, and the 
welcoming of these will also be look- 
ed after by the association. Both 
they and the former party will be 
settled largely in the Edmonton and 
Stony Plain districts and their envi- 
rons.—Journal.

Edmonton, June 2.—An_ intensive 
campaign to get more land in the 
Lethbridge Northern district under 
irrigation and to educate the farmers 
in the best land-watering methods is 
now under way.

Prince Rupert, B.C., June 2—Dease 
Lake, in the Cassiar district of Brit- 
ish Columbia, near where the latest 
placer gold strike has been made, is 
still frozen over, and the lake will 
not be navigable until about the mid- 
dle of June, according to word brought 
here by persons who visited Tele- 
graph Creek, head of navigation on 
the Stikine river, last week. Waiting 
for the ice to break up 250 prospec- 
tors are camped in the vicinity of 
Telegraph Creek. They are convine- 
ed that somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of Gold Pan Creek, where Messrs 
Grady and Ford made their discovery 
last year, is a big and rich placer field.

OLDEST INDIAN 
DIED TUESDAY 


Kennewatts, who was the oldest 
Indian on the Hobbema reserve, and 
possibly the oldest Indian in the Do- 
minion of Canada, passed into the 
happy hunting grounds on Tuesday 
morning at seven o’clock, at the age 
of 99 years and 8 months. Some of 
his friends claim that his age is over 
100, possibly 103. He was a brother 
of the late Ermineskin, and had been 
one of the headmen of the tribe for 
many years. In his prime he was one 
of the outstanding men of the reser- 
vation and by his leadership and 
counsel was a strong factor in keep- 
ing his fellow tribesmen true and 
loyal subjects during the days of 
dissatisfaction and _ rebellion. He 
leaves a widow and two daughters. 
The funeral took place Wednesday 
morning, the interment being in the 
Roman. Catholic,.cemetery. se 


Saskatchewan is Visited 
By Heaviest Rain of Year 


Regina, June 1.—Saskatchewan has 
experienced its greatest rainfall in 
1925, commencing Sunday morning 
and lasting until Monday night. Jn 
some places two inches of preciptia- 
tion were recorded. Nearly every 
point was visited by showers during 
the two days. with a few exceptions 
in the Prince Albert district. This 
district has had rain earlier in the 
season and has plenty of moisture for 
the crops. 

Besides giving needed relief to sev- 
eral districts where farmers were he- 
ginning to be anxious about drouth, 
the rain will have an effect on cut- 
worms which have been reported as 
Cestroying some few hundred acres 
of carly seeded grain. 


MYSTERY DISEASE 
DEPLETING MOOSE 


Edmonton, June 2.—The moose in 
the district of Nordegg are being de- 
pleted by the ravages of some disease 
thought by farmers in these parts to 
be similar to mange in cattle. No 
steps have been taken by the provin- 
cial government to investigate the 
situation, as it is not considered like- 
ly that the disease will spread to the 
native cattle. 

Coyotes in several districts of the 
province are also affected with the 
disease, Farmers report that car- 
casses of coyotes have been found in 
several locations during the past 
few months, 


SEVEN PERSONS INJURED 
BY A TERRIFIC STORM 
AT SIOUX CITY, |OWA 


Sioux City, Iowa, June 1.—Seven 
persons were injured, two probably 
fatally, and more than a dozen ‘omes 
were levelled as the result of a storm 
of almost tornado-like velocity, which 
struck here late today. The damage 
was estimated at $100,000.

ENJOY ADDRESS 
ON DAIRY POOL 


Alberta Butter was Best on 
British Market Last 
Year 


Appeal to Support Organiz- 
ation of the Three 
Pools 


The interest in the three pools 
which are being organized in the pro- 


vince was considerably increased at 
the meeting of the Kiwanis Club on 
Tucsday evening, when Mr. Clarke of 
Didsbury, gave a very enlightening 
address on the dairy pool. Quite a 
number of the farmers o2 the com- 
munity were in attendance as guests 
of the members. 

Mr, Clarke referred to the condi- 
tions in the province about twenty- 
five years ago, when the citizens 
spoke of farming and cattle raising 
in terms of ranching. As scttlement 
came in the conditions speedily chang- 
ed, and the farmers had to turn their 
attention to the growing of grain. 
Now the tendency was tou. go into 
mixed farming. The speaker stated 
that he had been privileged to visit 
every province in the Dominion, and 
had studied the business conditions 
from coast to coast. and he was con- 
vinced that in no province’ were 
greater advantages offered than in 
Alberta. In the maritime provinces 
the farmer works harder on small 
holdings, and the taxes are very high. 
He thought the farmers in Alberta 
were now working in the right direc- 
tion, as the cow and hog go together. 

Referring to the dairy industries, 
in the years 1909 and 1910, the cities 
were booming, and it was impossible 
to get milk and cream to meet the 
demand. Nearly all butter had to be 
In 1914; for the first time 
there was a surplus, In 1920 and 1921, 
there was a large surplus, but the 
quality was such that it was difficult 
to dispose of it. In 1920, eleven mil- 
lion pounds of butter were made, and 
in 1921 the output was thirteen mil- 
lion pounds. In 1923, seventeen mil- 
lion pounds of butter were marketed, 
and last year this figure had increas- 
ed to twenty and one-half millions. 
On account of the regulations start- 
ed in 1922, the butter was of excel- 
lent quality, and the commissioner 
had letters stating that the Alberta 
butter was the best put on the mar- 
ket in Britain last year. This im- 
provement was brought about by or- 
ganization. The graders who were 
appointed by the government took the 
work out of the hands of the manufac- 
turers and established a uniform stan- 
dara, 

We have today, 45,000 cows in Al- 
berta, or an average of five cows to 
each farm, The average production of 
these cows is less than 4,000 pounds 
per cow. This figure should make 
the farmers blush with shame, as 
there are cows in B.C. producing 
from 10,000 to 80,000 pounds annual- 
ly. What would it mean to bring the 
Alberta average up to 6,000 pounds? 
The slogan for this year is “25 for 
25"-—25,000,000 pounds of butter in 
the year 1925, 

Last year Ontario produced a little 
less than 70,000,000 pounds, and Que- 
bee produced a little over that fig- 
ure. Alberta should produce as much. 
The object of the pool is to put far- 
mers where they follow their product 
to the finish; today the farmer fin- 
ishes at the creamery. 

A year ago it was decided to form 
the three pools—livestock, poultry and 
egg, and dairy—and since then pre- 
parations have been made to put on 
the big drive for memberships which 
takes place June Sth to 28th. Although 
the members of the legislature were 
helping to put the pools over, it was 
not a government issue, and there 
is no polities in the pools. 

Mr. Clarke concluded by appealing 
to the club for its whole support to 
organize the pools, as they would do 
more to build up the district than 
anything else.

CROPS FAR AHEAD 
OF THOSE IN 1924 


Winnipeg, June 2.—Improvement in 
the weather conditions has given re- 
newed hope to the farmers of western 
Canada and the crops after surviving 
early season night frosts, now are re- 
ported to be far in advance of last 
year. The weekly crop report of the 
Oonadian Pacifi¢ railway agricultural 
department indicates. that rain has 
been general throughout the prairie 
provinces and with abundant mois- 
ture growth has been uniformly good, 
with wheat well above the ground at 
many points. 

Coarse grain seeding is nearing com- 
pletion and at scattered points where 
farmers got their seed in early ger- 
mination is progressing favorably. 

In Manitoba, the report states, most 
of the wheat is up from six to eight 
inches, Cutworm has made its ap- 
pearance in a couple of districts but 
the damage to date has been slight. 

With the exception of some flax and 
green feed, seeding is completed in 
Saskatchewan. All grains are grow- 
ing well, Strong growth and root 
development has been greatly stimu- 
lated by warmer weather and timely 
rainfall, Central sections of the pro- 
vince have suffered considerable dam- 
age from the cutworm pest. The loss 
is principally on summerfallow. 

The cutworm has algo attacked sev- 
eral districts in Alberta, but recent 
rains have localized the menace. The 
crops are making splendid progress. 

In common with other parts of the 
west, the Edmonton, | Dunvegan and 
British Columbia railway districts 
haye been favored with ideal weather. 
Grasshoppers are infesting fields at 
Grande Prairie but effective measures 
are being taken for their eradication. 

Winter injury .to the fruit crop of 
British Columbia is just becoming 
manifest. While an accurate estimate 
of the loss due to frost is impossible, 
it is thought that soft fruits will be 
short, notably in the Creston and 
Cranbrook districts. | Northern _ por- 
tions of Okanagan Vir2y also are af- 
fected. All ground crops are making 
good progress.

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D. W. WARNER ADVOCATES NO TAX 
ON CREAM CHEQUES UNDER $10 


The following remarks of Mx. D, W. 
Warner, member for Strathcona, in 
the house of commons, May 2, 1925, 
are taken from Hansard: 

Mr. Warner: I did not intend to 
speak for very long, but things are 
in such shape that I shall have to take 
longer than I expected to do. It is 
late and I do not want to detain the 
committee longer than is necessary, 
but I should like the committee to 
understand the situation before it 
takes action in regard to this matter. 
T have acertain amount of pity for my 
hon, friend to my right (Mr. Rywckman) 
who has been pointing out how the 
farmer is escaping taxation. J intend 
to show, before I finish my remarks, 
that the farmer is not escaping taxa- 
tion by any means and that he is pay- 
ing under this arrangement more than 
his share. I believe also he does in 
a good many other ways. I will, 
however, pardon the hon. gentleman 
on account of ignorance on his part. 

Mr. Ryckman: Tell us how you pay. 

Mr. Warner: IT have not time to 
quibble over these matters. - want 
to show the unfairness of my hon, 
friend's statements. Several hon, 
members have discussed the exemp: 
tions already made. I should like to 
say something about that, but I do 
not feel like spending any tire on it, 
because everybody knows that every 
fitty dollars that is issued in a cheque 
ought to pay its own share, whether 
it does or not. That is, every fifty 
dollar cheque should have a two cent 
stamp, and if the cheque for a 
greater amount than fifty Gollars, a 
two cent stamp should be put on it 
for every fifty dollars or fraction 
thereof over and above the first fifty 
dollars in order to have a fair taxa- 
tion. That is not being doze, but I 
will not discuss that particular phase 
of the question. I desire to discuss 
particularly the creamery phase — of 
this matter. I am a director in one 
company that pays most of its ac- 
counts in small bills, and this concern 
is doing more than any other in the 
country, taking into account the 
amount of capital involved, towards 
helping to make Canada prosperous, 


is 


Mr. Anderson: Is it a farming insti- 
tution ? 
Mr. Warner: It is connected with 


agriculture, Last year we lad a turn- 
over of over $3,500,000 and most of it 
comprised small accounts. We do not 
make many cheques of $50.00, and the 
few we handle of this denomination 
are used in connection with supplies. 
But in buying cream we do not make 
one of $50. I have here two different 
statements to which I shall refer, The 
other night I made a statement regard- 
ing this matter in the course of which 
I submitted several quotations, and 
tonight I want to put on Hamsard the 
views of two different creaanery man- 
agers, one of whom is the secretary of 
the Dairymen’s Association in Alberta 
with regard to the payment of this 
tax, We must remember that this is 
part of overhead; you cannet get away 
from that and you need not htink it 
possible. The producer will pay it in 
the end simply because the world’s 
market fixes the price obtained for 
the butter that is made in these cream- 
eries. The creameries cannot decide 
that the price shall be a little more 
and in that way make the consumer 
pay his share of the tax; it will come 
back finally to the man who is produce: 
ing. In this connection I would point 
out that we have instituted the sys- 
tem now practiced as a means of se 
curing a better quality of butter and 
thereby giving a better return to the 
producer, That is what it was done 
for; it was not done in contravention 
of the law. I read to the house and 
put on Hansard the other day a state 
ment from the secretary of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council pointing out that 
the dairy cheque had been interpreted 
by the department of customs and ex- 
cise as a receipt. It is not a cheque, 
and in following this interpretation 
they are acting on the advice of the 
department. They issue these receipts 
for milk and cream, and they are not 
doing it to get away from the law in 
any sense, I do not want to labor 
this matter, but I do want to impress 
on the committee the fact that the 
system which is now in operation and 
which is the result of careful study 
over a number of years, {s designed to 
produce the highest quality of butter 
from our cream. The cream has to be 
delivered in small lots and it requires 
almost daily deliveries to get it in 
such condition as would turn out the 
sort of butter that the markets of the 
world demand and which brings the 
highest price. 

As to passing on this tax, I do not 
think that it will bo doubted for a mo-

“As regards payment twice a month 
—I believe over 75 per cent of the 
farmers of this country would raise a 
howl that we would all hear about, 
if we were to go a twice a month pay- 
ment system. As you know, the far- 
mers are hard up and require cream 
money to pay current expenses.”

The most that one 
can say to a farmer respecting these 
is this; if you believe that either of 
these pools can be made a success 
and will help you to market your pro- 
ducts, join {t. That was all the wheat 
pool said at the time of its first mem- 
bership drive. The three pools named 
above are different from the wheat 
pool; the products they propose to 
handle are more perishable; still, per- 
ishable articles have been pooled else- 
where, and the farmers who are in- 
terested in cattle, butter, poultry and 
eggs are no doubt aware of the suc- 
cess or the non-success of such ven- 
tures. Consequently, they are in the 
best position to judge of the wisdom 
of entering the pool. 


Probably everything that can be 
said against these co-operative en: 
terprises here has been said against 
similar organizations in other places, 
and was said about the wheat pool 
when it was started. But the Al- 
berta wheat pool from the beginning 
has been able to do business on its 
merits with the banks. In the United 
States the tobacco pools were at first 
dependent for their credits upon the 
federal government and the intermed- 
jate farm credits banks, but are now 
being largely financed by big private 
banks. This is effective indication 
that they have taken their place as 
permanent institutions in the business 
world.

March 1925, 187,798 cars of grain 
were passed by the government in- 
spectors for the western provinces. 
This number has only been exceeded 
four times in the past twenty-four 
years, Of the total for this vear 
105,555 were on Canadian Pacific 
lines, 


According to a statement issued 
by the Bureau of Statistics, Can- 
ada’s production of commercial 
fruits for the past year showed a 
decrease of $8,902,912 in value as 
compared with 1923. The total 
value of fruits grown in 1923 was 
$33,169,343 and in 1924, $24,266,431, 


There has been a decided increase 
in the first quarter of this year in 
the ordinary life insurance written 
-in Canada as compared with that of 
the corresponding period in 1924. 
The increase in March over Feb- 
ruary was from twenty-eight to 
thirty-five million dollars. 

According to the first weekly re- 
port issued by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the crop acreage this year 
will be slightly less than ljast. It 
is estimated that Manitoba will sow 
about 2,648,000 acres this year, Sas- 
ketchewan 8,555,183 ant Alberta 
2,721,689 making a total area of 
18,919,872 as compared with 14,- 
168,905 in 1923, 


Very encouraging reports as to 
the general agricultural outlook in 
Southern Alberta have been re- 
ceived from Canadian Pacific Agents 
around Calgary. Much more prog- 
ress has been made with seeding 
than was anticipated and conditions 
are described as either “splendid”, 
“fine” or good and in every case 
plenty of moisture in the ground is 
reported. 


The country is being beseiged by 
moving-picture stars.

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WARNER ADVOCATES NO TAX 
ON CREAM CHEQUES UNDER $10 


(Continued from page 2) 
were not afraid to risk their money in 
a business that would make the coun- 
try prosperous. 

Mr. Anderson: What business are 
they engaged in? 

Mr. Warner: They are mostly farm- 
ers. This concern was started to 
create a market for our milk and 
cream, manufacturing it into butter 
—just what the hon. gentleman and 
all others want done in this country; 
they are turning out the finished ar- 
ticle instead of letting our raw mater- 
ial go out of the farmers’ hands at a 
sacrifice. They had to have their own 
creamery in order to produce the fin- 
ished article. 

Passing on this tax to the farmer 
may scem a small matter to some 
hon. gentlemen. True, }« does not 
amount to much on one five-gallon 
can of cream, but when the whole 
business of the dairy is run on five- 
gallon cans and five-dollar payments, 
it will be readily seen jinat the farm- 
ers would be paying more than their 
fair share of taxation. I do not think 
any other business can be instanced 
that makes so many small payments. 
Some of the creameries are big affairs 
handling the produce from thousands 
of farmers, and all of these farmers 
are doing business in a small way. 
But it must be borne in mind that 
these farmers are needed to make this 
country prosperous, and without a 
doubt such an unfair burden of taxa- 
tion would be too much of a handicap 
on the business. Even if the mini- 
mum is raised to ten dollars, they 
would still be paying more than their 
share of stamp taxes, because only 25 
per cent of their payments would be 
over ten dollars. In no other busi- 
ness are three-quarters of the pay- 
ments under ten dollars, So you can 
see that this would be going after the 
small dairy man too hard altogether. 
For instance, ten small payments ag- 
gregating fifty dollars would involve 
five times the stamp duty which would 
be payable on a single cheque for the 
amount. 

The minister has stated that we 
Progressives are in favor of direct 
taxation. We are; I told him so the 
other night. I believe the Progres- 
sives stand for direct taxation every 
time, but they want that taxation to 
be fair, and I point out to this house 
that this stamp tax on small tickets 
is very unfair for the simple reason 
that so many of the creamery ac- 
counts are paid by small tickets. A

4TH FORNIGHTLY 
REPORT OF CROPS 


Issued by the department of agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Alberta, Saturday, 
May 30, 1925: 

Conditions attending the growth of 
the new crop in the province continue 
to be generally satisfactory. Splendid 
rains have visited the majority of dis- 
tricts since last report, the greater 
part of the precipitation coming on 
May 21, 22 and 23. These rains were 
followed by two days of cool weather, 
so that the soil benefitted to the full 
extent of the precipitdtion. The ex- 
treme south-east section of the pro- 
vince and the Peace River country 
did not receive the rains to the 
same extent as the remainder of the 
province. 

Seeding of coarse grains is nearing 
completion. Wheat is several inches 
above ground and for the most part 
showing a healthy, even growth, with 
a few exceptions where germination 
has not been satisfactory. The re- 
porls received by the department 
state that the sub-soil moisture is 
greater in most districts than for 
several years, 

Hay crops and pasture are picking 
up rapidly. There is an increase in 
area of fodder crops, particularly in 
corn and alfalfa in the south. 

Reports have been received of dam- 
age by cutworms from some districts.

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PETER DE PAOLO 
WINS AUTO RACE 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 31—Breaking 
all existing records for the event, 
Peter de Paolo, youthful racing star 
and nephew of the famous Ralph De 
Palma, won the greatest race ever 
staged on the Indianapolis motor 
speedway, when he piloted his little 
cream colored racing creation to vic- 
tory in 5:56:39.47. He set the re- 
markable average of 101.13 miles an 
hour for the 500 mile grind. 

The boyish looking De Paolo, with 
only three years of racing experience 
behind him, set a killing pace, and 
fought it out to a finish with Earl 
Cooper, Benny Hill, Dave Lewis, 
Harry Hartz and Phil Shafer. 

De Paolo won in addition to the 
racing glory, approximately $38,000 
in cash prizes. 

Lewis-Hill made the second best 
time, averaging 100.82 miles an hour 
and winning the $10,000 position prize 
and $2,500 lap prize. Shafer-Morton’s 
time was an average of 100.18 miles 
an hour, winning $5,000 and $1,800. 
Hartz averaged 96.89 miles an hour,

Edmonton to Calgary 
Highway Will Detour 
South of Ellerslie 


—_——- 


A new routing for the Edmonton-to- 
Calgary highway between. Strathcona 
and Leduc has been finally decided 
upon, and tenders are now being call- 
ed for on the work. The road will 
parallel the railway track on the west 
side, running at about one mile east 
of the present road. It will strike 
the latter two miles south of Ellers- 
lie. 

Another diversion will be made six 
miles south of Ellerslie to avoid the 
Black Mud creek, and from that 
point the road will follow the pre- 
sent routing into Leduc. 

The reason for the change is four- 
fold. Soil conditions are said to be 
better along the new road, and the 
long hill around the south side ceme- 
tery will be eliminated. Proximity to 
the railway will give better facilities 
for delivering gravel for construction 
and repair purposes. And in addition 
the new road will be straighter than 
the one now in use,

Fagan, of Hamilton, Ontario, This is 
another reminder of the fact that the 
western provinces are fully developed 
in all that pertains to education, and 
other lines of progress, and indeed, 
may in some respects show the way 
to central Canada. With the passing 
years the west begins to be better 
balanced in every respect though 
some people in the east still seem to 
regard it as a place where the only 
products are grain and the moun- 
tains. One of these days when we

and one that every thinking man may 
well ask himself. 
economic burdens has been heard in 
the land, and we have learned our 
lesson; let us now look the question 
fairly in the face. We are now over 
the worst and are on the up grade. 
The West is coming back, the illimit- 
able resources of Canada will not al- 
low her to be kept down if we do our 
part to lift the economic -burden, and 
get together. 

The community spirit is going for- 
ward, men are beginning to cooperate. 
The wheat pool is beginning to func- 
tion, cooperative societies are being 
formed and there is a general feeling 
of coming together. Cooperation 
means working conjointly or concur- 
rently with others for a common end 
for the promotion of the common ad- 
vantage. Men who fail to act to- 
gether are working against their own 
best interests—independent thought 
and co-operative compromise action is 
the combination that accomplishes re- 
sults. Who pays the taxes? Is it 
the mail order houses who reap a 
rich harvest at the expense of the pro- 
ducer? You know it is not; it is the 
farmer and the merchant. Who builds 
the high schools in the towns so that 
the farmer may send his boys and 
girls to these institutions of higher 
learning without the expense of send- 
ing them to the cities where also the 
allurements are greater. Who builds 
your roads and bridges in order that 
the farmer may get his grain to the 
elevator? Who is it that builds and 
supports your hospitals and provides 
you with medical service in the time 
of trouble and distress? Is it the mail 
order houses? No, a thousand times 
no. Who supports your skating rinks, 
your curling clubs, ball clubs, and 
provides healthy sport and recreation 
for your boys and girls? Who builds 
and supports your churches and col- 
leges? Before we had mail order 
houses legitimate competition regu- 
lated prices and we were more pros- 
perous and happy. 

A prominent business man said that 
the mail order houses had depreciated 
the value of every farm in western 
Canada from three to five dollars an 
acre and it is too true; does a man 
who supports mail erder houses help 
build up a home market in his home 
town, and in the final analysis after 
paying freight and buying often in- 
ferior goods because they seem cheap- 
er, he finds he has been living in a 
fool’s paradise, cheated himself and 
destroyed competition. 

Who provides the farmer with gro- 
ceries for another year when he has 
been hailed out and left high and dry 
without feed for his stock or food for 
his family—does the mail order house 
come to his assistance or is it .the 
local storekeeper who extends credit 
and carries the old account over for 
another year? Will the mail order 
non-taxpayers come forward now and 
provide seed grain in the dried out 
sections, or will the farmers and busi- 
ness men who pay their taxes for 
them be called upon to help their un- 
fortunate neighbors and be taxed for 
it, while the cash mail order houses, 
who trust no one, go out to pile up 
more millions, get titles to their 
names, ride in private cars and live 
in luxury. If the merchant in your 
home town could dodge the tax col- 
lector, the high rate of insurance 
where there is no costly fire fighting 
equipment, churches, hospitals, sport 
clubs, ete., and have his customers 
pay the freight, do you not think he 
could sell cheaper. How many mer- 
chants in the west today are solvent? 
Only about 7 per cent. Who is to 
blame, and who pays the taxes? 

Recently a traveller went into Re- 
gina and took orders for about $3000 
worth of printed stationery to be ship- 
ped from the east. How did that help 
unemployment in Regina? What bene- 
fit was it to the citizens of that city? 
Charity begins at home,. Build up 
your home town, support your own 
business institutions. It will pay you 
to do so. Live and let live is a good 
motto, Consider well before you be 
a party to building up huge business 
monopolies which are trying to put 
out of business and swallow up your 
home town merchant, causing business 
destroying home markets, 
discontent,  de-

Radio-ing Photos and 
Written Words On a 


Commercial Basis 
New York, June $—That transmis- 


mission of photos by wireless has 


passed from the experimental stage |, 


to actual achievement and the radio- 
ing of photos great distances for 
commercial purposes is but a matter 
of months is the opinion of experts 
who witnessed the recent transmis- 
sion of any number of photos from 
London to New York by radio. Power 
sent on a 14,000 meter wave “carried” 
dozens of photos of President Cool- 
idge, Secretary Hughes, the Prince of 
Wales, Stanley Baldwin and even 
famous paintings over 3,000 miles of 
water to a receiving apparatus. The 
time of transmission for each photo 
varied from six to thirty minutes. 

This time of transmission and the 
mechanical defects in the photos can 
be reduced experts are sure. 

In the recent demonstration each 
photo was placed in the sending ap- 
paratus of a photoradiogram, an in- 
vention just perfected for the corpor- 
ation by American experts, and was 
slowly turned on a small spool or 
cylinder in London, As it revolved it 
appeared visibly on a receiving spool 
in New York. A little stream of 
power broadcast on a 14,000 meter 
wave length did the intervening space 
of 3.000 miles. The power, project: 
ed from London and controlled here, 
acted as if it were a hand reaching 
across the Atlantic, for it caused a 
small pen by minute dots and short, 
faint lines, to trace with fair accur- 
acy the piteture held in London. 

While the picture was visibly re- 
corded with pen and ink, another re- 
cord on the photographic film was 
taken simultaneously in a little dark 
box where a stream of light acted 
on the film in the same way that 
pictures are transmitted over wires. 
Thus two records were made of each 
picture received—one in ink on a 
white sheet of paper and another on 
the film.
